DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION. The houses follow, in external appearance, the 
tradition of the Hertfordshire farm house. There are five types 
(one of which is detached and the remainder semi-detached) and they 
have been designed by the architect — Mr. A. W. Kenyon, f.r.i.b.a., — 
to form an harmonious group. The external treatment — dark multi- 
coloured facing bricks, weather boarding under eaves, dark pantile 
roofs, with large windows of varied design and oak front doors — 
is uniform throughout. 

Damp courses, cavity walls and boarded roofs ensure even temperature 
and freedom from dampness at all seasons.
